What Chrii:ian then can have his conſcience 
ſo miſled, as to refiit thoſe powers out of cons 
ſcience, when the Apo{tle plainly tells vs, v. I. 
We muſt needs be jubiet, not only for wrath (that 
is, for fear of them) but alſo for cenſcience [ake, 
becauſe Go1 commanded it. 

There were Anti-monarchiſts, and Anti-

Chriſtian liberty frees from the ceremony 
of the Law, not from the ſubſtance of the 
Goſpel : whereof we ſee ſubmiſhon and 
ſubjection unto Kings, is a great part 
thereof. The Roman yoke, ani the Romans 
hands which held the plough plovghing upon 
the Chrijans backs, and made long furrowes,

CHAP.|IX 


Whether a King failins in his duty and 
not performing thoſe things, which he 
hath ſworn unto at his Coronation (ſo 
ſolemnly) the Peale are not difſybliged 
in their obedience unto him, and may, 
thereupon, depoſe or put him to death, 


EF Kings held their Crowns by Indentures 
from the People, then were the People 
diſobliged to their obedience unto him, upon 
his failing (in thoſe things whereto he hath 
been ſworn) on his part, but if they receive 
their Crowns immediatly from GoJ, and that 
by him alone Kings Reign (as hath been hereto- 
fore proved at large) then all the failings that 
can b2ina King. can but make him a bad King; 
but {till he muſt remain a King; the Oath 
aſſures us of his being a King, not of his being 
a good King; for he was King before he took 
it : Coronation is but a ceremony, and his 
Oath is but at his Coronation; the iſſue of 
ceremony, mu't not diſ-inherit the right heir, 
of all that ſubſtance: King and Kingdom, are 


like man and wife, whoſe marriages are made 
in 


| 
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in Heaven, who are betrothed by God himſelf; 
Now as in the cer-mony between man and 
wo:nan, the husband in the preſence of God 
and Angels, and ail the Congregation pro=- 
miſeth (which is as ſolemnly binding as any 
Oath) that he will live together with her after 
Gods holyOrdinance in the ſta... of matrimony, 
that he will lo and cherith her, maintain and 
keep her, and forſaking all other, keep him- 
ſelf only unto her: Now if he perform all 
theſe things, he doth well, he 1s both a good 
husband, and a good Chriſtian (confidering 
the vow that he hath made) but it he coth 
not live with her according to Gods holy Or- 
dinance, nor love, nor cherith her as he ſhould, 
nor maintain and ke-p her as he ought; Swall 
it be lawful jor a man to put away his wife for 
ev2ry cauſe ? Mat. 19. 2. much leſs can it be 
lawful for the wife to put aivay her husband 
upon every diſtaſte; It was God that made 
them male and female : Mat.10.4. and thz=re- 
fore it is fit they ſhould continve together io; 
They iwain are but one fi:-h; Mat. 19 5. there- 
fore they cannot be divided; God jovned them 
both together : Mat. Ig. 6. therefore no man 
can put them aſſun ler. Now to apply this to 
the King we iding himelF to his People at his 
Coronation; tle King ( folemnly ) takes his 
Oath at his Coronation before all tle Peonie, 
that he will live tog-ther with them according 
to the Laws of the Land, that he wil: protect 
and defend them to the uttermoſt of 1; 5 ver, 
with all other proteitations contallicc. .:. the 
EY 121d 
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faid Oath ; which if he doth nerſorm, he Joth 
well, and is dot a £00? man, and a good 
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King ; I: n0t govern file ac- 
Coriingly to the Laws of the-Land, ani if he 
thonld not cherith and defend his People, 


Pall it be lawful for his wife -o make away 
this husband? God forbid ! God made him

ſaith Paul, Rom. 3.3. God forbid : no more can 
tie wickedneſs of a King , make void Gods 
Ordinance-of our obedience unto him : our 
obedience mult look upon Gods command, not 
upon the Kings good behaviour; God doth 
not command things becauſe they are htting, 
but it 1s ft that we {hould obey, becauſe he 
commands them; neither ought we to have 
reipect ſo much unto the goodneſs, as unto the 
Authority of a King ; for Kings do not conſiſt 
in this, that they are zZood, but in this, that 
they are Kings; foras it is poſlible for one to 
be a good man, ana bad King, ſoit is often 
ſeen, that a bad man may be a good King ; 
and it is an obſeryation here at hom-, that the 
beſt Laws have been made by the worſt of 
Kings. Itis an obſervation, that divers King- 
doms have long continued in peace and hap» 
pineſs under bad Laws, and worſe Governours. 
Well obſerved ; when unwarrantable attempts 
to better both, and inconſiderable courſes to 
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men all, hath brought all to ruin and con» 
fafton. Het'at ſetsa Kingdom in comb>nition, 
to advance his own opinion . an] prefer bis 
private judgment, doth but ſet his houſe on kre 
to roait his Eggs. 

God makes Kings of ſeveral conditions, 
ſometiries he gives a king, whoſe wiſlom 
and reach in Governinent 1s like Sauls, bed 
and ſhoulders higher then all the People: And thn 
when we have wile Kings, and learned Jug: s, 
Pſal. 2.10. we ihall be lure to have all thoſe 
Breakers of their bonds aſunder, and thoſe caſters 
away of heir cords fromthein; v.s. tobe bruiſed 
with 2 Kd of tron, and broken in picces like 4 
Poners veſſel ; v. 9. 

Sometimes God will fend us a little child, 
ſometimes a chillin years, otherwhile a child 
In underitan iing, which ot both it be, Yu reno 
(laith $9/0mm9gn) cui puer dominabitur ; wo 10 the 
Kingdom, over which a child Retgns, for then 
the whole Kingdom is ſure to he put upon the 
rack.

Y the words, Touch not mine Anointed, is 
meant Kings and Princes: neither can 

any other interpretation, whatſoever, be o0b- 
trude1 upon this Text, without a great deal 
of impudence and ignorance ; If there were 
no other argument to- be uled but this, to a 
mode't man, it were ſutfhcient. viz. That not 
any Church, nor any Church-men , nor any 
Chri'tian, nor any Father, nor any Expoſitor 
whatſoever, did ever give it any other inter=- 
pretation, before ſuch time as the Feſuir and 
the Puritan, and they both at a time, an{that 
time bzaring not above an hundre1 yeers date 
neither, began to teach the world that it was 
lawful to murther Kings; and no marvel if 
this found ſome querk or other to turn the 
ſtream of Scripture ſence, out of its proper 
channel, and con'tant courſe; the two Birds 
of a Feather, perſecutors of one another, like 
two fighting Cocks who quarrel among(t 
themſelves, being both of the ſame kind, and 
yet both agree an taking counlel together 
againſt the Lord, and againſt his Anointed : 
or like Pate and Zerod, they could not agree 
but 
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ut in the principles of contemning the Loris

upon Foram; Foram was but then a private 
man, for. in the verſes going before, it is ſet

the Office. 2 Kings 12. 13. before ever any 
mention is made of Fehy ſ{laving Foram, v. 14. 
therefore here- is no regicidium, as yet here is 
but plain man-flaughter, and a lufty warrant 
for that too: again, we muſt not only take 
heed of unwarrantable actions, but of falſe 
warrants, the private ſpirit is no ſufficient 
warrant to lay hold on ſuch a publique Ma» 
giltrate : asthere are falſe Magiſtrates ſo there

what's all this but to ſhew us that not only 
narure, but Gol himſelf, who is he God of 
Nature, affe&ts Monarchy.

_— the nearer the better, the reaſon's thus, that 
E > 
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Government which avoids moſt the occafion 
of ditterences, mult be molt happy , becauſe 
molt peaceable; anq1 pzace only conſt'ts in 
unity : now where there are many Governours 
there mult be differences: where there are te, 
there may b2 diterences: where there is but 
one, there cannot. 

The Romans , when they ſhook oF their 
Government by Kings, and were diſtaſted with 
their Government, for their Governou:'s ſake ; 
tried all the contraverted Governments of the 
world, of two by their Cowuls, of three by 
their Triumvirat, of ten by their Decemuyi, 
of ten thouſand by their Tribunes : when they 
found that the farther off they ceparted from 
Monarchy, the Center of all Government , 
the more they lot themſetves in the circum- 
ference of their own affairs, they began a 
little to look back upon the Government from 
which they had deviate all the while, but 
yet with ſquint eyes; firit, a King, and no 
King, a thing that was likea King, but not a 
King; a thing that was ſo re, an zempore, but 
not nomine; he mult be only ſo, pro une vice, 


unoq; anno, ſuch were their dictators: at lalt 


this ſucking Government gatnered ſtrength, 
and grew to be perpetual, which perpetuity 
in one begot an everlaſting Monarchy in all 
ages, which is to continue unto the end of the 
world, for the Proph=t Dame! tells us, that at 
the en of the la an fourth Monarchy, 
which was the Roman, Chrift ſhould fit upon his 
everlafting Kingdom that ſhoald never be deflroyed ; 

therefore 
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thereſore my Enthulu7icks, muit either leave 
dreaming of pulling :lown all Kingdoms, and 
Empires in the worid, or elie think themſelves 
the Kinglom of Cariit, that we have pray'd 
for all along. 

Neither is it unworthy of your obſeryation, 
that as ſoon as ever this Monarchy was re- 
ſtored, there was univerſal peace over the 
whole world ; and the Saviour of the world, 
who was Prenceps pac, vouchſafed not to come 
into the world, under any of - the fore-men- 
tioned governments ; but mperante Auguſta 
nats eft Chriſt..s, who was the firſt Emperour 
of the' Romans. He who affects parity, let: 
him begin it in his own houſe, and as he likes 
it in the mogel, ſo let him attempt it in the 
fabrick: for my part, I have read their argu- 
ments, and am ſo far from being evinced by 
any of *them, that I do not believe that there 
is afy ſuch thing : : have been in all the Com- 
mon-wealths in: Farope, and I could not find 
any ſuch thing as a' Free State, I conld find the 
word Libertas, fairly written over their Gates, 
but within their Walls the greateſt Bondage 
and arbitrary power that could - pothÞly be 
imagined'in any' part of the world, but no 
Liberty at all that I could find, but only ſome 
few' there were, who had liberty to do what

of many breakers, and by a Parliament of 
many , authorized to the ſame purpoſe 
aZainlt the peſlundation of it by any one, 
be it by the higheſt, may not be as good 
a way to make, preſerve and keep a Na- 
tion free , as well as the intruſting of a 
Nations freedom into the hands of a few, 
whole Independency deny all remedies to 
be either above them, or below them, 
It may be it will not- be thought tedions, 
if I entertain your eye aud coniideration 
with ſome Obſervations of my own, in 
thoſe Free-ſtates of Chriſtendom (as they 
call themſelves) wherein I have been. I 
ſhall begin with the Free-State of Genoa, 
wherein I have been refident fome time, 
and the rather, becauſe whillt England 
was a Kingdom, they could not have the 
face to ſtand in any competition with us 
but now the Kings arms were cut off as 
well as his head, how ſhould we do to 
make a diſtinftion between them and us ? 
for both the State of Genoa,. and the State 
of England give the very fame Coat of 
Arms, and St. George isboth our patrons :

tore ? 


When the oyerſpreading Roman Mona: 
chy, like NebuchadnezTars over-£ro'sn 
and lofty Tree was brought only to a 
fump chained to the ground, an«d when 
the Kevs of Heaven and Hell had fo well 
fitted the locks belonging to the Gates of 
Rome, as to £1ve way to the enterance cf 
that high Prieft inco the Imperial ſear, 
then was Genoa a lop of that great fall: 
and ſoon after it was wrought into a 
bundle or faggot of a Common-wealth, 
until ſuch time as Charles the Great reco- 
vered all his Right in 7raly, ſaving only the 
Holy Landa, whole Princely ſword could 
never ſtrike at the already cloven Miters, 
but at Helmets, 


Amonglt other Counties whoſe ſubduc-= 
ments, acknowledged Charles to be the 
Great, Genoa was one; which City was 
no leſs happy then famous, in affording a 
man who honoured hcr Walls, with ma» 
king it known unto the World, that he 
came out- of them under the name of 4- 
greas Dory a Genojſe; this famous Andreas 
Dory was a zealous Common-wealths-man, 
ant one of the new Gentlemen, as they 
call's themſelves, (fos you mnit under- 
itand, 
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ſtand, that when theſc: States-men had 
ſhook off the yoke of Soveraignty, they 
expelled all their Gentry or Nobility 
which no ſooner done, but they made a 
new Gentry or Nobility amongſt them- 
ſelves) and being a deſerving man, the 
Emperour Charles the fifth, will'd this 
Andreas Dory to aske and have what he 
defred of all that he had Conquered: he 
asked Geroa, the Emperour gave it him, 
to do with it what he pleaſed, he gave it 
the Citizens, together with all their Li- 
berties, and former Free:'ems upon this 
conditions, That they ſhould recal the old 
Gentry in again, and ſettle them again in 
all their rights and priviledges, which 
being afſented unto, Genos became a Free- 
State again; bur behold the Freedom, ep 
rather the power and bonds of love and 
gratitude, neither the old or new Gentry, 
nor the Common people , would allow of 
any thing that was ſaid or to be done, but 
what this Dory ſhould command or ſay : 
nor was there a more abſolute and power= 
ful Monarch upon the earth then he; and 
whilſt he liv'd he did continue fo, becauſe 
the people would obey: who being once 
dead, the people ſoon foun1 they did obey, 
becauſe they muſt : Yet {till it mutt he a 
Free-State , becauſe Libertas was written 
over the Senate-Houle , and City-gates , 
but neither within their Senate, or their

within the Houſe of Arfria, and the 0- 
ther keeps it out of the Houſe of the 
Mediver. 
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I went from thence unto the ancient Common- 
Wealth of Yenice, whoſe Government (if in any} 
I theuld approve of, becauſe they never revolted 
from a better : bur yet I muſt tell you, rhat ar 
my firſt entrance 1nto that City, I ſound rhe peo- 
ple full of complaints, of the heavy Taxes, exor- 
bitant Power, and Arbitrary Government, which 
ſeized upon all thetr Plate, and wharother goods 
of value they had, for the uſe of State, toward 
the maintenance of a War, which was borh fooliſh- 
ly begun, and moft careleſly run into by their 
Truſtees, or Repreſentatives ; for the Pope of 
Rome had certain inteliigence that the 74rþ was 
pr eparing to makeWar againſt ſome part of C.ri- 
ftendom, the Fope ſends roall the Frontier Prin- 
ces of Chriſtendom, adviſing them they ſhould 
al! agree as one man to make 1t. their own caſe, 
aud that they would aſſiſt one another, on what 
part of Chriſtendom ſoever the ſtorm ſhould fall, 
and thar the ſeveral Emballadceurs would rake 
It into conſideration, about proportioning every 
Pririce or State according to their abiliries, for 
their ſeveral ſupplies of men and money; to 
which they all ſoon condeſcended, except the 1/i- 
tt7an, who told the reſt, that there was a League: 
between the Graud Sezgniomr and the Vin'tians, 
and therefore rhey were not to fear any ſuch 
ak to be intended againſt them ; ro which It be- 

ing demanded that if the 7h prevailed againſt 
other parts of Chriſtendom round about the /*- 
net7zn, whether they ttouph the would tet the

as truly Reformed and Religious as the 4mſterda- 
miams 3 buras he, who ſacrificed to all the Gods 
in general, muſt needs have ſacrificed unto the 
true God, and yer know him not, becauſe he 
zoyned others with him, who was to be worſhip - 
ped alone : So that Country which embracerh 
all Religions, happily may have the true ReJigic 
amongſt them, and yer have no Religion, becau.E 


they admit of many, being there is but one ; Thi - | 
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Tſpeak in reference to the Country, not to par- 
ticular men, Neither is there a ſort of Chriflians 
In the world who are leſs ſervants unto Chri/t, if ic 
be enough to make them ſo, to be the greateſt 
prophaners of his day : for the Sabbath is only 
diſtinguiſhed from other daies, by a Sermon in 
the Church, and rhe Ale-houſe being full of Me- 
chanicks, drinking and caroufing from morning 
antil night; the ſhops are open, and buying and 
&lling all the day long, excepting half the win- 
dow, which is to diſtinguith the day, bur the 
door 1s open to let in the buyers, and the other 
half of the window is open to ler in the light : and 
wonderfuliy ſtrange It 1s, and remarkable to coft» 
fider how theſe people, who ſhoyuk off their Alle- 
Nance to their Prince upon pretences of Refor- 
mation, ſhould be ſo beſotted, as to fall intoſuch 
a ſtrange and unheard of prophaneneſs of him, 
and the day whereon Chrif himſelf 15 to be wore 
thipped, as in their Metropolls, or chief City, to 
bave a dog-market kept to. the utter icandal of 
true Religion and Chriſtianity it ſelf, this is no 
more than whar I have ſeen, and 1f 1t were not 
true, It were eaſily returned upon my lelfas the 
greateſt impudence that could be lmagined 3 but 
O the pzrrality of the PiRKure-crawer, when he 
zeccives large wages fora fimilitude ! he Inſults 
over his own work only becauſe it 1s 11ke, when 
the face it (elf is moſt aDominable. 

Now for the freedom from Tyranny. and cp- 
preiſion 3 If the {urs or Twtars had c:nguered 
them, rhey never would (nor never did where 
tyer they extended their Dominion: ji poſe tuch 
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Taxes and Rates as they have impoſed on one a- 
nother, incredible; even to the full value of the 
ſeveral commodities, which run through their 
natives hands; but you will aſk me, how 1tis poſ- 
ſiblethey ſhould live then?

cure the diſeaſe, and preferve them in good 
health; but you will ſay, that for all this, chey 
thrive and proſper abundantly, fo do the Arg/ers 
men, bur with what credit and repurarion In the 
cye of the World ? ] believe both alike : Ir was 
not their ſtrength or policy, which brought then 
19 this height and tlourithiog condition ; bur ir 
Was 
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was our policy of Stare, in emulation to other 
Princes,wh'ch helped theſe Calvesro Lions hearrs, 
reeth, and claws, until the High and Mighty But- 
ter-boxes ſtood in competition with the Crown: 
and am afraid the fiding with ſuch Rebels, hath

him, the Apoſtle of that Country 5 as Auſtin, 
though but a Monk, was every where tearmed the 
Apoſt'e of England 2 and St. Pu, being an Apo- 
file, ſtiles himſelfa Miniſter of the Goſpel of Je- 
{us Chiiſt : Paul bids T:motiy being a Biſhop, to 
do the work of an Evanpeziiſt; and rnerefore no 
wonder if Biſhops and Prefbyters be often men- 
tioned for one and the ſame : but ir 1s a great 
wonder that any manner of men, ſhould make 
this aground for any argument againſt Epiſcopa-

Certainly If 
the Gulpel be nothing elſe bur the Law revealed, 
and the Law be nothing eiſc but rhe Goſpel hide 
den; wiatfoever is written or ſ2id of che Miniſters 
of the one; maſt needs have reference to the Mi- 
nifters of the other : and I ſhall defire you to 
look a little back upon the words which God 
ſaid to 479% 3 when God ſpeaks of the ſeed of 
Aaron, he only maketh mention of the ſeed at- 
rer hum 3 but. when he ſpeaks of the Statute, he 
faith it ſhall be for ever : jfT do not flatter my 
own judgment, that tells me, that this Stature of 
High Prieſthood, or Epiſcopacy, call it what you 
will, muſt have heirs after the ſeed of Abraham 15 
expired, and did nor the Catholick Church all 
along call the receiving of the Holy- Ghoſt, the 
order of Prieft-hood ? did ever any record above 
ſeven years date, call jr making of Minlfters ? and 
why are they anzry with the word Prieſt ? Is ir 
becauſe the Prophet 7/:7.2h, Prophecying of the 
Glory of Chrifts Church tells us, me ſhall be n.2- 
med Prisfts of th: Lord, but that men ſhall call os 
tiniſters of God © Wa. 61.5. Ij the Minzſtratin: 
of ths L.aw be glovious, (bail not the Manifiration of 
tie Goſpel be mach, ave glortoits, 4 GOP. I. J. ant 
ſhall the Miniſters of the ſame Golpel be ie1> 
glorious? When you ſee a man that cannot ab192 
to ſee anothers glory,you may be ſure he 1s no Kin 
toh'm, or very far off; ſo you may be all .ced 
that theſe are no true ſons of the Church, nor! 22 
|| 3 $1gi:t 
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right Chiidren, who think a Chair 206 great ſtate 
for their Fathers to fit in. Ine &poſties time 
rheſe Piſhops, or if you will, Superintendents 
(which are al! 1n one fignificattv, only a good 
Greek word chang'd by Mr. 7on Ca!vir, inro e 
bad Latin word ) were ſtifed Embaijadors of rhe 
A lmighty,Stars cf Heaven, Angels of rhe Churcyh, 
&c, but now theſe Embaſſadours are uſed like 
Vagabonds ; theſe Stars, are not Stars but fallings; 
and the Angels are no where to be found but aſ- 
cendirg and deſcending Farobs Ladder; whilſt 
this reputation was given unto the Church, and irs 
Otltcers, the Sroncs of its building were in unity, 
Dut aS1t 1s now, it ſeems no otherwiſe than as a 
Corps kept under ground ſeemingly intire, but 
ence touch'd, ſoon falls to duſt and aſhes. Ne- 
ver was there ſuch a Monſter as this ruling, and 
thus conftitured Pre/bytery, the Father of it Re- 
bellion, the Mother Inſurrcion, the Midwife 
Szcriledge, the Nurſe Coverouſneſs, the Miik 
Schiſm, the Coats Armour, the Rattle Drums, a 
loudy Sword the Coral, Money the Babies that 
it delights to play withal, It grows -up to bea 
ftripling, and goes ro School toa Council of War, 
I's Leflon is on thie Trumper, ts Feſcuca Piſtol, 
Its going out cf School 1n Rank and Filc,its Play- 
daies the dates of Battail, and Black-munday the 
cayof Judgment; it comes of age and is Married 
with a Solemn League and Covenaat, 1t begerts 
Uiildren hike it (cf, whoſe bleſſing upon them 15 
it» power of rhe Sivord, . and whoſe Impcfition 
of hands are bryken pates; Tii's Monſter cries 
6owo this truly Aactent Ca:holick and _— 
Ire 
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lick power which the Bifhops exerciſed ; and then 
rakes ir up again,and uſes it themſelves ina higher 
rature than ever any Biſhops or Apoſtles them- 
telves did or durſt have done, even to the Excom- 
munication and Depofement of their Rings (to 
the deiivering of them up unto Satan, and to 
Hang-men,it they ſtood bur in their way)to whom 
the Apoſtles taughr ſu:miſſon, (how faulty ſo e- 
ver they were) and if nor obedience, yet ſubmiſ- 
fion, to every one of rhe1r Ordinances, 1f not for 
their own ſakes, yet for the Lord's ſake, and for 


Conſcience ſab! rheſe men cry down the ſame au- 


thority as Popiſh, whi'{t they exalt themſelves aboue 
a'! that are called Gods, in a higher mtnner, than 
ever any Pope of Kome ever yet did. We will 
begin with this Monſter 1n the very place of its 
Nativity, and ſo obſerve him all along through 
the whole trac of time 3; we will confider how it 
dealt with the firſt Prince, under whote Domini- 
ons ir pullulated, which was under the Prince and 
Biſhop of Geneva, and theſe two were both nul- 
lified in theſame perſon, as they were both here 
in England by the ſame Parliament ; verifying 
thar Maxim of ours ( with that fore-running of 
theirs) X7 Biſhop, NoKings and then we will 
ſhew you how they dealt with our Princes here 
ar home, where ever they had a power, :/z, with 
Aiary Queen of Scots, and Fames and Charles the 
Firt kings of England and of Srotiand both, and 
then uturp a power themſelves, higher than 
Popes or Kings, Calvin with his gladiators, ha- 
ving expuls'd the Prince and Biſhop of Gevec.;, 
ſet> up a Government lo high and —— 

| that 
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thatthe people would have nothing to do either 
wiitt him, or his Government: and thereupon 
they baniſhed him the City; Calvin (inexile) 
berhinks himſelf how he might appeaſe their fury, 
and give them fatisfaftion, and be inviced in a- 
galn; Caltings de tri[tihcs thinks it his beſt courſe 
of endearing himſelt unro the people, to make 
them ſharers with him 1n the Government, where- 
vpon heinvented his new fangle of Lay-Elders, 
and ſo all parties were agreed ; In comes Mr, 
7obn Caluin ( whilſt he was ſcarce warm in/his 
ſeat) I ſhall preſent you with a ſtory of him'an 
of his demeanour of himſelf rowards the temporal 
Throne: There was a No\vle-man of Italy, wl 

Iiked the Reformation which he had begun (0 
well, thar he forſook hiz Religion and Country, 
ſold his *Lands and Fortune, converted all into 
money, and took Sanfuary in Genevaz as foon 
as he came there, great rejoycing and inſulring 
there was, that their cauſe was honoured with ſo 
high a Convert :. The grand Seigniour falls a 
building ; dire&ing his Maſons, he found one of 
them ſomething more ſawcy than to what his 
Lordſhip(in hits own Country) had been accuſto- 
med, little thinking that where there was promI- 
ſed lo large a reſpett of ſouls, there had been o 
lictle reſped of perſons : this Noble-man hereup- 
on gives this Maſon a gentle tap upon the head, 
theMaſon flies upon him {ike a Dr-_. . ſhakes 
him by the ' -+: my Lord not being uſed to 
ſuch courſe ſajutations, ſtabs him with his Dagger, 
thinking nothing leſs, but that io high a provcca- 
tion would have pleaded hits indempnity 3 = 
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fach matter, my Lord was ſoon laid hold on,and 
brought ro his Trial : Calvin upon the Tribunal, 
not as a Temporal Judge in ſuch caſes (take heed 
of him} bur only to be aſked his opinion In cafes 
of Conicience z the Delinquent pleads for him- 
ſelf, tells them how inſolently he was provoked, 
and wonders, confidering ſuch provocation, he 


ſhould be queſtioned forio viiea varlet : Hereup-: 


on Mr. C{:in {oon ſtarts up, and tells him, that 


with God (whoſe ſeat they held) there was nag: 
reſpe& of perſons, and for ought he knew, that © 


ian whom he deſpis'd to death, was as near and 
dear to God and his favour, as himſelf: their 
Laws knew no ſuch diſtin&ion as Man-ſſaughter 
and Murder but they were regulated by the Di- 
vine Law, that told them, that the man that ſheds 
mans biood, by man ſhall 1s blood be (hed; that there 
was no exemption by greatneſs, nor buying ir 
off by favour ; the Noble-man replyed, that he 
had not been long enough amongſt them td be 
acquainted with their Law's; it was anſwered,that 
the Law of nature did f-rhid that, cf which he 
could note ignorant ( all this was well enough.) 
My Lord told them h)w hard a caſe it would be 
that a manourt of his love and liking to the place 
and manners, ſhould ſeek to it as a ſanfuary for 
his conſcience, and ſoſoon find it his grave : that 
he was heartily ſorry for what he had done, and 
would give any farisfaftion to his wife and chil- 
dren thar the Court ſhould order, or his eſtate 
allow ; he intended the man no hurt, before ſuch 
rough hands ſhook him out of himſelf, that he 


knew not what he did, and therefore he _ 
bly 
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bly begg'd their pardon, atluring them for the fu- 
ture, that h1s wales ſhould be fo directly anfwera- 
ble to thoſe paths they walked in, that he would 
not by Gods grace hereafter ſtep afide. The 
Temporal Judges, won with his humble and ſvh- 
miſſive behaviour began to relent, and deſired 
Mr. C.:!:in to abare a little of his rigour, for the 
reaſons bcfore mentioned, aſſuring him thar his 
caſe was no common caſe, and rherefore it ought 
to have reipedt accordingly; hereupon there 
grew a hor diſpute berween the Spiritual, and the 
Temporal Judges ; Calin remained ſtiff 11 11s 0+ 
pinion, and woujd not be bent to the leaſt mer- 
cy 3 the Novle-man thought to throw one gra'n 
of reaſon more mro the ballance, that ſhould turn 
the {cales, and that ſhould be taken out of a con- 
fideration j1ad of their own good : forſaith* :, if 
You ſhed my blood hand over head, without ay 
the leaſt reſpe& had to my years, to my birth, 
to my education, to the little time I had of being 
acquainted with your Laws, nor to rhe provocatt- 
on it ſelf, nor to the ſuddennefs of rhe ation, nor 
to the ſurprize ofall my ſenſes, nor to the ſati(- 
faction I would have given, nor to the repentance 
of my very ſoul, who will come amongſt you ? 
what Lord or Gentleman will live wichin your 
walls? Wherefore if you w1ll have no confiderati- 
on of me, yer conſider your elves 3 conſider 
what a blow ir will give to your Religion, how 
many this very thing will ſtave off from ever ha- 
ving any thing to do with you; by this time they 
were all prone to mercy, but Cav alone, who 
ſtands up,and cries f/2t | 
cou 
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could he be brought to give his opinion, that the 

Jury (as we call them) might nor paſs upon him 3 

bur out went the Jury, and contrary to thelr 

own Law, hearing the Nuble-mans plea, and ob- 

ſcrving well the inclination of the Bench 1n gene- 

ral, they brought In rheir Verdi, not g:ulty 

whereupon the Noble-man was acquitted : here- 

upon 7ohx Caluin riſes from the Bench,and whilſt fl 
the reſt proceed to their matters,calls all the Mt= _ , 
niſters within the Walls and Liberties of Genevay, 41 
who appear before the Judgment Sear, with 
white Wands in their hands, which they laid 
down, telling them, that with thoſe wands they 
laid down their Offices, proteſting that they 
would never Preach the Goſpei to a people whoſe 
human Laws ſhould run contrary to the Laws 
Divine ; and ſuddenly rurned about and took 
their leave : which being a&ed with ſo much 
gravity, wrought ſo much upon the beholders, 
that they preſently ſent for them back again, and 
hanged the Noble-man. This ſtory I have read 
In their own Hiſtory in Geneva, than which my 
thoughts were then, as they are ſt1}}, that never 
any Pope of Kome, did a& as Pope of Kome, or (0 
much as claim halfthart Authority over the Civil 
Magiſtrate, as this anti- Pope did virtually ad 3 
and yer was not aſhamed to make leſſer matters 
than this the ground of the quarre! with the | 

Biſhop, who alſo was their Prince, when 18 hls l 
own perſon he as the part ot both. 4 
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Now we Will ſee how theſe kind of creatures 
have plaid the Maſters of miſ-rule among our 
Princes here at home. King Fames 1n his Dil- 
courſe at Hampton Court, tells us how the ?rel- 
byterians became Lords Paramount 1n his King- 
dom of Scotland, and how they uſed his Mother 
the Queen of Scots, viz. Knox and Buchanan, and 
the reft of that gang, came unto Mary Queen of 
Scots, and rold her, that by right, no Pope nor 
Potentate whatſoever, had any ſuperiority over 
her in her own Dominions, either in caſes Civil 
or Eccleſiaſtical, but that ſhe her ſelf was Supreme 
In both, and conſtituted by God as the only nur- 
fing Mother of his Church, within her Domin- 
on, and therefore conjured her ro look about 
her, and nor to let the Pope of Roe, or any of his 
agents, to have any thing ro do within her Terri- 
tories, and to have care of Chriſts Ey4nge!, as ſhe 
would anfwer ir at the dreadful day of Judgment; 
ſhe gives them her ear, and ar laſt her authority, 
they make uſe of it in the firſt place, tothe pul- 
Iing down of rhe Biſhops, and cxalted rhemſelves 
In their room ; when the Queen look'd for an ab- 
ſolute Supremacy, behold all the Supremacy that 
theſe men would allow her, was not fo much as 
to have one private Chapel for her ſelf, nor one 
Prieft whereby ſhe might ſerve God according to 
her own conſcience ;. ihe findipg her ſelf ſo much 
deceived, labours to recal her Authority, they 
kepther to it ; ſhe takes up Arms, they oppoſe 
her, fight her, beat her out of her Kingdom ; ſhe 
flies into England, they follow her with inve- 
Rives, thruſt jealouſics into the Queen of Eng- 
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lands boſcm concerning her, ſhe 1s 1mpritoned, 
and atter a long impriſonment put to death. king 
Zam?s having related this paſlage in the foremen- 
tioned diſcourſe unto Dr. Renalds, and Knowſtubs 
and the reſt, turns unto the Biſhops, and cloſes 
his Diſcourſe with this Animadverfion; Where- 
fore, my Lords, I thank ycu for my Supremacy, 
for if 1 were to receive it from theſe men, I 
know what would become of my Supremacy. 
The ſhining light of the Goſpel, and rhe burning 
zeal of the Miniſters thereof, may tirtly be com- 
pared to fire, which if it be not in every room 
cdnſin'd to one hearth, and limited to one tunnel, 
that may convey out of this ſo comfortable and 
neceſſary a bleſſing, a!l that may be deftrudtive, 
and offenſive in it, up toward the higheſt region, 
but js ſuffered like wild-fire to run up and down 
the houſe, it will ſoon turn all to flames and high 
combuſtions ; ſo the government of the ſoul ſeems 
ro be of ſo tranſcendent nature to what the go- 
vernment of the body and gcods is, that if itbe 
nor overtoprt with ſuperintendeney dr Epiſcopa- 
cy, and fo difimbogued 18to the Supream autho« 
rity, this comfortable heart If limited, as it turns to 
our greateſt benefit, ſo negle&ed and boundleſs, 
ſoon converrs it ſelf intoa ſuddain deſtruction 
and ruine. If you will hear how theſe men dealt 
with King Fames, her Son, and Father to Charles 
the Firſt, you ſhall find it in his Ba{iizcon Doron, 
Crebre adverſus me in tribunttiis Concionihus Ca- 
l:1mnie ſpargebantur non quod crimen. aliquod deſige 
naſſem, ſed quia Rex tram, quod omni cyimine ptires 
Þabioatwr. Are theſe men good Subjeets ? did 
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they not convene himdiverſe times before them, 
ſchool him, Catechize him like a School-boy ? 
did he not proteſt unto his Son X7nry, that he 


miſl}k'd their proud and haughty carriage ever | 


fince he was ten years of age? did he not ſay 
that Monarchy and Preſbytery agreed like God 
and the Devil? and have we not found it ſo, if 
we conſider the behaviour of our new made 
Preſbyterians In England, to Charles the firſt, his 
Son 2 O but the Preſbyterians had no hand in it, 
they Pray'd and Preach'd, and Writ againſt it, 
faſted and pray'd for a diverſion of all ſuch inten- 
tions : bur I pray, who took the Scepter out of 
his hand, in taking away the Mz1:tia, of which 
it was an Emblem, that ſhould have defended 
him, was It not the Prefbyterians ?' who caſt down 
his Throne, by taking away his Negatzve vorce, 
was it not the Preſbyterians? who took off his 
Crown, the fountain of Honour from off his Head, 


by denying thoſe honour on whom he had con- | 
fer'd it without them, was it yot the Preſbyterian? | 


Who took away his Supremacy, fignified by the 
Sacred Union wherewith he was Anointed, in 
not allowing him the Liberty of his own Conſci- 
ence in the point of Epilcopacy and Church- 
Government, was it not the Preſbyterian ? Who 
would not Treat a minute with their King before 
they had made him acknowledge himſelf guilty 
Cas they (ay) of all the blood thar had been ſpilc 
throughout his Dominions, was it not the Preſby- 
rerian? Who /notwithſtanding all the Conceſſt- 
ons on his part that could be granted, even to 
the yery grating his Princely Conſcience, when 
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he bid them aſk fleſh from off his bones, and he 
would not deny it them, if it might have been a 
benefit untd his people, prayed that he might 
keep his Conſcience whote, 1t was the Queen Re- 
gent of all good mens aQions, and he hoped there 
were none would force this Queen before him tn 
his houſe, as Ahaſuerus ſaid to Haman) vored not 
fatisfa&ory ſo long, until the Independent Army 
came from Edaenborough, and ſurpriz'd and mur- 
dred him, was it not the Preſbyterians ? He that 
ſaid the Preſbyterians held him down by the hair, 
while the Independents cut .off his Head, ſaid 
true enough, they murdered him as a King, before 
ever they murdered him as a man. ; for what may 
the Independent ſay to the Prefbyter, if you'l 
take off bis Authority, we'l take off his Head 3 
if you'l make him no King, we'l make lim no 
Body : if you'l make him a man of blood, we'l 
uſe him accordingly 3 therefore at your doors, O 
Preſbyrerian Hypocrites, ' do I lay his innoceny 
blood, jz: 1 bit IfKe the reſt of your a&tong, com. 
_ by your Anceſtors to former Princes al 
along. | 
One thing T pray you well obſerve; There was 
never any Reformed Church in Chriſtendom, bur 
when they ſhook off their Biſhops, they made 
their Apologies to all che Chriſtian World, how 
they were neceffitated to alter that Ancienr and 
beſt form of Goyernment of the Church by Bi- 
ſhops, In regard that they could not be drawn off 
from their obedience and dependance on the 
Pope of Rome z and if pofſible they would retain 
that faudable Goren as moſt —- 
\ 2 
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but never were there anyReformers in theWorld, 
bur ours, rhat ever held Epiſcopacy to be un- 
lawful and Anti chriſtian before ; and will you 
know the reaſon ? which is only this, the Biſhops 
what chey receive they lay downat hls Majeſties 
feer, as acknowledging him to be Supreme in all 
cafes, when they would have him to be Supreme 
in no caſe, as Buch. de je Regs Plainly tells us, 
that Princes are no more but the Proxies and 
Attorneys of the people; and yetfor all this, the 
Authority which they hold, to be as Anti-chriſti- 
an in the Chair, they praiſe as moſt Chriſtian 
on tlie Bench, and much improve ir. Theſe 
Monſters that they may the better cry down the 
Divine Right that is in Epiſcopacy, and deſcend- 
ed to them from the Apoſtles 3 tel! us, that the 
calling of the Apoſtles was extraordinary, and 
died with thein : to make anſwer to which afſer- 
tion, we muſt conſider how many waies a thing 
may be taken to be extraordinary, and if we find 
that it may be taken ſo many wales, if we can 
prove a thing extraordibary one way, we muſt 
not take it to teextraordinary in eyery reſpedt ; 
excmpligratiaz Saul was extraordinarily called 
by God, becauſe immediately by him, but this 
doth not make the calling of Kings to be an extra- 
ordinary calling, for that ſucceeded; ſo the Apo- 
files were extraordinarily called by God, as not 
being called out of the Tribe of Levz, nor taken 
from the feet of Gamalizl, nor brought up in the 
(chools of the Prophets, yet this doth not follow, 
thar che calling of the Apoſtles ſhould be extra- 
ordinary, for they had thelr ſucceſſors: It = 
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be extraordinay 4 parte ante, but not 4 parte poſt, 
only 1n regard of the;na1iner of their ele&tion, but 
not.in regard of 'the nature of their commiſſion, 
they were ced Apoſtles in regard of their MY- 
fion, not. in. reſpe&t of their Commiſſion, which 
which was no more. but what Biſhops had, nei- 
ther doth the word Apoſtle ſigniftie ſo great Au- 
thority as doth the word Biſhop, the one beto- 
kening bur a Meſſenger, the other an Overſeer, 
and therefore there is no extraordinarinels hither- 
to, that they. ſhould not be extraordinary. : 

2. A man way be faid.to be extraordinary, 1n 
regard of ſome extraordinary gifts and endows- 
ments which God hath given unto a man, as un- 
tothe Apoſtles the gift of rongues, of healing, 
&c, but this doth no way make rhe calling ex- 
rraordinary, for then it would follow, that if Ged 
Almighty ſhould give unto any ordinary Mini- 
ſer, extraordinary gifts, then his calling ſhould 
be extraordinary, or that the calling of Kings 
fhould be an excraordinary calling, becauſe Gcd 
.beſtows on ſome Kings the extraordinary gift of 
healing. ; 

35 It may be further urg'd, the calling of the 
Apoſtles was an extraordinary calling, becau'e 
they were pen-men of the Holy-Ghoſt, and in rc- 
gard that the Holy-Ghoſt ſat upon each of them 3 
no, that doth not make 1t extraordinary 9::01% 
105, that it ſhould not deſcend, for other D1v1a+s 
and Evangelitts, were pen-men of the Hit - 
Giioſt as well as they, theretore waat wasn. tex- 
rraordinary to themiclyes, cannut De EXrfactl- 
Bary to us, 
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4. For their receiving the Holy-Ghoſl, it is 
no otherwiſe bur what all Biſhops, Paſtors, and 
Curates do receive, when they receive Orders, 
Recezve ye the HolyGhoſt,only the difference Is this, 
they received it by the ſitting of cloven tongues, 
and they by iwp :fition of hands,but till rheevtra- 
ordinaries conſiſt in the manner, but not the mat- 
ter ofthe thing received,ſo that all the while there 
fs no reaſon why this calling of the Apoſiles 
ſhould be fo extraordinary, as that 1t ſhould not 
deſcend : [f Chriſt promiſed to be with his Apo- 
ſtles unto the end of the World,': and they did 
yot continue unto the end of the World, ſurely 
I thould think without any ftraining at Gnats, 
or ſwallowing of Caimmels, that the meaning of 
our Saviours words ſhould be this, that he would 
Le with thoſe in the afhflance of his holy ſpirit, 
that ſhould ſucceed the Apoſtles in their Ofti- 
ces of ſuperviſing h1s Church, and propagation 
of his Goſpe], except I ſhould ſee more Teaſon 
than I doyer, why the Apoſtles calling fhould be 
ſo peculiar, that it muſt natdefcend, or tat rhe 
Government of one over many, be ſo inconſiſtent 
with the Church her good in after-time, more 
thanin the beginning, that Epiſc-pacy ſhould be 
ſoabominatle, 

Briefly I can compare the{c Preſbyters pulling 
down the Bithops, ra no other thing, than ro a 
company of unhappy boys, who being not tall c- 
novgh to reach the fruit, and wanting a [ adder, 
for the fruitiake, lay hold vponthe branches, 
and break down a bow, making it thereby no 
part of the tree 3 {o thelc men, wanting nierie ro 
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taſte the fruit of learning, and not having capaci- 
ty enough in themſelves to reach thoſe prefer- 
ments which the Church holds out to thoſe who 
are deſerving, they render that which was partof 
the Church, as ſever'd from the Body, which is 
the higheſt kind of Sacriledge, not only in depri- 
ring "3 Church of part of irs goods, but parc of 
'r {elf. 

Laſtly, if there be no other reaſon to be gl- 
ver, ifnot for the Divine Right of Epiſcopacy, 
yet for the lawfulneſs theredf , bur this one topi- 
cal argument which I ſhall uſe, raiſed our of the 
continued praRice of the Church in all ages, to 
men whoſe faces are not brac'd fo thick, that it 
were reaſon proof, it were ſufficient in my under- 
landing, v7. 

Suppoſe all the arguments which were f6r 
Epiſcypacy, were as weak as ſo many ſtraws to 
{upport a cauſe, yer though four ſtraws are not 
ab!e ro ſapporrt a table, yer fourteen thouſand 
bound up together in four bundles, will hold ir 
vp as firm as ſo many props of Iron; ſothough 
ſome few prafices of ſome few men within ſome 
few places, are not able to make an argument
